of Auguste Remy, a wealthy retired 
banker, who was stabbed to death June 
6, in his home in Paris, has revealed 
the existence of a remarkable state of 
affairs in the banker’s household prior 
to the assassination. 

The banker’s nephew, named Raingo, 
was submitted to a severe examination, 
and finally broke down and told the 
Magistrate that Renard had killed his 
uncle. _Then, in tears, Raingo explained 
that after years of service in his uncle’s 
house, Renard had become complete 
master in the establishment, gaining 
ascendancy over the banker’s wife to 
such an extent that the keys to her 
money and jewel. boxes were always 
in his possession. The young man 
confessed also that other charges which 
involve him and Renard were true. 

Mr. Remy often complained of Ren- 
ard’s growing domination in his house- 
hold, but his wife defended the butler. 

The climax came the day before the 
assassination, when the banker uis- 
covered his nephew and Renard togeth- 
er. He then informed his wife that he 
would no longer endure the situation, 
and that he intended to send his nephew 
to a disciplinary school and that he 
was going to discharge the butler. 

High words followed this announce- 
ment; Mme. Remy refused to believe 
the stories told her and finally, in com- 
pany with her maid, she left the house.

Prayer Meetings Near Polls. 

Adjoining many polling places “prayer 
meeting’’ booths were established, while 
‘fn precincts where this was not prac- 
ticable, prayer meetings were held in 
the nearest church and an all-day ser- 
vice for the success of the prohibition 
cause was held at each. 

Simfrar scenes were enacted in Nash- 
vflle and Chattanooga, the only other 
cities of Tenn@ssee where saloons are 
permitted. 

Since April 16 Senator Carmack and 
Gov.

' the meetings have been peaceable; in 
other places there have been disorderly 
demonstrations verging on riot; every- 
where the thousands who have heard 
‘the debates have been aroused to a high 
pitch of political feeling.

J. C. Strauss, the well-knowi pho- 
cographer, who has a studio on Frank- 


im avenue, near Grand avenue, is’ not 
2 willing member of" the “‘Ready to 
Serve Club” of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. 

But being unable to get electric 
iight from any other source, Mr. Strauss 


‘found it necessary to énroll his name 


on the -eady to Serve Club” roster, 
with minimum dues of $39.50 a month. 

Mr. Strauss is not able to avail him- 
self of all the’ club privileges to which 
his dues of $39.50 a-month entitle him, 
out he is forced to pay the amount or 
submit to having his électric lights 
turned off and his studio left-in dark- 
ness, 

Until Union Electric had all the elece- 
tric lighting facilities in St. Louis with- 
in its grasp, Mr. Strauss had t6é guaran- 
tee only $1 a month. When his old 
contract expired last fall he was forced 
t+ sign up a new one with an increase 
in’ his minimum of 3800 per cent. 


Pays a High Rate. 

At this season cf the year the pho- 
tographer does not consume $39.50 worth 
of electric current in a month, although 
he pays a very high rate under his 
present contract. | 

Lewis Godlove, business manager of 
the studio, estimates that Mr. Strauss 
will have to pay from $125 to $150 a 
year, under the new contract, for which 
he recéives no value. | 

During the summer months of 1906 
and 1907 the photographer's bills got 
down, sometimes, as low as $15 or 
$20. Under the same conditions this 
year Mr. Strauss will have to pay out a 
considerable sum each month to retain 
his “Ready to Serve Club’’ membership. 


Scores “Brutal” ‘Treatment. # 

The’ studio is equipped with the 
equivalent of 395 16-candle power lamps. 
Many of the lamps are principally for 
decorative purposes,. while those in the 
“Growlery”. are used .only occasionglly. 

“When our contract ex ed,” / said 
Mr. Godlove, “T had occa’ . to go to 
Union Electric's office and see its con- 
tract agent: 

“I do not feel that I was treated as 

business man desires to be treated.

“IT’S PARTY HARMONY? 


Followers Here Disappointed 


at Failure to Meet Her- 
ald’s Challenge. 





Professing ,fear of serious factional 
conflict, Senator William J. Stone has 
refused to meet Gov. Folk in joint de- 
bate before the Chautauqua Associa- 
tion at Columbia, Aug. 12. 

For some time the Stone organs 
throughout the State have been telling 
what would happen to Folk when Stone 
met him on the hustings. They have 
asserted that the Governor would never 
dare to meet his senatorial opponent; 
that if he did, the Stone brand of ora- 
tory would put to flight every follow- 
er of the present State administration. 

The Columbia Herald, the leading 
Democratic paper of Central Missouri, 
tcok up this challenge and suggested 
that the two political gladiators meet 
under the auspices of a nonpartisan or- 
gcnization. 

The Chautauqua Association, accord- 
ingly, was selected to manage the pro- 
posed joint debate. 

Followers Disappointed. 

Senator Stone’s declination of the invi- 
tation has caused his St. Louis support- 
ers deep disappointment. On the other 
hand, the Volk leaders cay they have 
forced Stone to “back down.” 

Gov. Folk informed the Chautauqua 
association that he would be glad to 
meet Senator Stone. 

In sidestepping the proposition, Sena- 
tor Stone said, among other things: ‘“‘As 
to a joint debate with Gov. Folk I will 
repeat what I have said previously, 
that I do not deem meetings of that kind 
between rival candidates for Democratic 
nominations advisable at this time. 

“While they might interest from a 
spectacular point of view, I cannot 
see that any party good could possibly 
result, but quite the contrary. Such 
meetings would tend to accentuate the 
spirit of factionalism, already .. pro- 
nounced in the State, and I fear it 
would eventuate in party harm. That 
is my view of it, and hence I have 
discouraged all suggestions of the kind. 

Denies He’s Afraid. 

‘‘My attention has been called to some 
recent editorial squibs in the Columbia 
Herald, written in an unfriendly and 
combative spirit, intimating that I am 
afraid to meet Gov. Folk, and intended 
apparently to force a joint meeting be- 
tween us. The spirit manifested in these 
Herald editorials confirms the views I 
have expressed that only party harm 


— eventuate from meetings of that 
kind. 

“I do not think I have the pleasure of 
krieming the present editor of the Co- 
lumbia Herald. The young gentleman 
may not know it, but everyone else 
knows that I am not afraid to meet any 
man. No one has hitherto accused me 
of running away from a scrap. 

“I acquit Gov. Folk of responsibility 
for the vaporings of the Herald, but 
if, perchance, it should be true that he

Across Sol’s Face for a Few 
Hours Sunday. 





ASTRONOMERS AWAIT IT 





Preparations Are Made in St. 
Louis by Rev. Charroppin 
for Observationse 





Faithful readers of tre almanac will 
ve busy Sunday morning scanning the 
subdued sun through smoked glasses, for 
in the morning there will be a partial, 
or annular eclipse of Old Sol which wii 
be visible in St. Louis. Despite the fact 
that the eclipse will diminish the bright- 
iess of the luminary’s rays, there wil! 
be no cessation of the existing warm 
wave, 

The eclipse will last from 8:23 a. m. 
until noon. 

The phenomenon of a solar eclipse is 
an open book to the student of astron- 
omy, but never ceases to be a source 
of wonder to the layman. 

The difference between a total and 
an annular eclipse, so far as the vision 
of the ordinary mortal is concerned, is 
that during a total eclipse the-eorona of 
the sun can be seen, whiie during an 
annular eclipse at the time of greatest 
obscurity a ring of light is seen around 
the dark body of the moon as it is seen 
in front of the face of the sun. 

Shadow on the Earth. 

The corona of the sun as seen during a 
total eclipse is one-of the most mar- 
velous of sights, and is always observed 
with great interest by astronomers. 

In a total eclipse the shadow of the 
moon is thrown by the sun upon the 
earth, which is marked by a path of 
semi-obscurity, because the moon is 
Close to the earth, while in an annular 
eclipse the shadow does not reach the 
earth, because the moon is further away 
and appears smaller. But the light 
probably will be obscured by the pas- 
sage of the moon in front of the sun 
Sunday. 

The Rev. C. M. Charropin, 8S. J., of St. 
Louis University, will have his telescope 
trained upon the spot where the con- 
tact begins, to report the exact second 


of its occurrence. Astronomers all over 
the @ourse from which the eclipse can 
be seen will be doing the same thing. 
It is by this exactness of observation 
that the calculations on which future 
eclipes are made possible. 

During the eclipse the first contact 
between the rims of the sun and the 
moon will occur at the 236th degree and 
the last willbe between the 30th and 
60th degrees. 


Get Right Time by Wire. 

The question of exact time in making 
accurate astronomical observations of 
an eclipse is of the greatest import- 
ance and the astronomers of St. Louis 


have made arrangements with the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co. to have the 
time flashed to them from Washington 
Sunday so that their chronometers wil] 
be set to the second. 

The time of the eclipse, or obscura- 
tion of the sun, is from sunrise to 
sunset, but the ‘shadow of the moon 
will be seen on the sun in St. Louis 
for 2 hours and 53 minutes. 

One who has not a telescope may 
watch the eclipse and get a magnified 
view through an ordinary espera glass, 
but he should not look at the sun with- 
out first placing a darkened glass be- 
fore the lens. It mav be seen also 
through a piece of blue or smoked glass. 
The projection of the moon against the 
face of the sun may be seen accurately 
by boring a small hole in a piece of 
cardboard and holding it so that the 
shadow will be projected upon the 
ground or upon a \.hite screen. 

Tampa, Fla., with a radius of a few 
miles around it,é s the only place on 
earth where the sun will be entirely 
obscured, and there the sun will not be 
sO entirely obscured that a small ring 
of light will not be seen.

The question as to what is a fair rate for elee- 
tric light and power in St. Louis will be settled, 
no doubt, by the Public Service Commission soon 
to be appointed, but in the meantime consumers 
large and small will not fail to take a lively in- 
terest in the experiments and experiences of 
owners of private plants. 2 
While intelligent and vigorous official action is 
necessary in the public interest, individuals are 
not now and never will be justified in depending 
wholly upon public agencies for relief and pro- 


| tection from corporate greed. 


The publications made in the Post-Dispatch 
showing the economy with which many private 
plants are operated should not only be of value 
to the authorities having power to fix rates, but 
they are deserving of the most serious attention 
of consumers. 

Nobody will contend for anything in the ‘way 
of public rates that will not be fair to all con- 
cerned. Capital is entitled to reasonable profits. 
Consumers are entitled to fair and uniform serv- 
ice. In determining this matter, however, wat- 
ered stock cannot be taken into consideration, for 
watered stock is not capital. 

When private electric plants can manufacture 
electricity for 2 or 3 cents per kilowatt hour, as 
the Post-Dispatch has repeatedly demonstrated, 
public service corporations can hardly be per- 
mitted to charge four or five times as much. 

With the people of St. Louis in their private 
and public capacities manifesting a spirit of self- 
help, establishing private plants where feasible 
and insisting upon the most efficient publie reg- 
ulation of franchise-holding corporations, there 
is reason to believe that the era of discriminating 
and extortionate charges for electric light and 
power will soon come to an end.

Best Previous Showing for Years 
Was in May, Saturday’s Record 
Beat That Over a Million.

NEW YORK, June 27.—The Evening 
Post, in its financial review, says: 

“With the large increase in cash hold- 
ings reported by today’s bank state- 
ment and a aecrease of loans, the sur- 
plus reserve today broke all previous 
records of the year, both on the actual 
and on the average showing. The high- 
est point to which the actual figures had 
previously attained in 1908 was the $67,- 
100,000 of May 9. Today’s actual surplus 
was $68,200,000. The gain in cash as actu- 
ally reported, varied widely from yes- 
terday’s estimates, so far as the banks 
. were concerned, the foremost having 
been $13,000,000 gain, the figures reported 
$3,372,000. This was partly accounted for 
bv the week's additions to the reserves 
of the local trust companies. 

“Practically nothing worthy of note oc- 
curred on the stock market today. A 
fractional advance was followed by an 
irregular decline, and prices ended, as @ 
rule, below yesterday. Activity of trad- 
ing was at a minimum. Foreign ex- 
ehange was firm; money markets un- 
changed here and abroad, but with a 
tendency to weakness. 

“With the whole world’s supplies from 
the old crop down to the lowest level— 
except for 1901 and 1903—reached at the 
end of any crop year since the period of 
disastrous foreign shortage, 1897 and 1898, 
our producers | ought to enjoy the assur- 
ance of a profitable market. In only 
one respect does this phase of the situ- 
ation differ from those of other years 
and that difference is an outcome of the 
panic of 1907. 

“In the latter '9s and in 1903 it was 
Europe where the deficiency in sup- 
plies left over from the previous year’s 
harvest was most noticeable. This is 
not true of the present situation. Today 
it is America which holds the narrow 
surplus, whereas Europe, thanks to our 
sales at any price to raise ready money 
in last autumn’s crisis, has more wheat 
on hand than it usually holds on the 
eve of another harvest.”
